New Governor 
Takes Office In

Gov. John S. Fine 
Inducted Shortly 
After Noon Today

HARRISBURG, Jan. 16 - 
Gov. John S. Fine took over 
stewardship of the common­ 
wealth today shortly after 
noon with a solemn warning 
that the state must shift to a 
virtual wartime footing. 
New taxes are almost a cer­ 
tainty, he added. 
“We will and we must endure 
endless restrictions,” the new gov­ 
ernor said, “so «that we and others 
may remain free. We face a tem­ 
porary end to luxuries, a curtail­ 
ment of necessities to a mini­ 
mum.” 
He 6aid the first consideration 
will be given civilian defense but 
that there would be no scrimping 
of expenditures "for the protection 
of our people.” 
Additional Taxes Seen 
He said present commitments, 
uncalculated financial needs of 
civilian defense and balloting costs 
of operating the government mean 
“new taxes or additions to exist­ 
ing taxes are apparent.” 
There was no hint of the dark 
foreboding international crisis as 
Fine accepted the scepter of the 
state's chief executive. 
Inaugurations of Pennsylvania’s 
governors are always gala affairs 
and today was no exception.

Big Manhunt 
Ends in Arrest 
Of W. E. Cook Jr. 


Man Accused Of 
Many Slayings 
Finally Captured 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Jan. 16.— 
(INS)—Badman William E. Cook, 
Jr., run to earth by Mexican police 
after one of the biggest manhunts 
years, was held on a federal 
fugitive charge today while author­ 
ities determine where he shall be 
tried for murder. 
Authorities have evidence that 
the undersized Cook may have 
murdered a total of eight persons 
in a bloody tour extending from 
Missouri to Mexico. 
For the moment, the runty, 22- 
year-old 
Missouri 
desperado, 
a 
criminal since he was 13, is in the 
San Diego county jail, placed there 
by the U. S. Marshal after FBI 
agents got through questioning 
him last night. 
Many Crimes Charged 
Two states, California and Mis­ 
souri, want Cook for murder and 
it is expected that a third, Okla­ 
homa, will enter the proceedings 
if his reported boast that he killed 
two men there and hid their bodies 
in a snowbank can be substan­ 
tiated. 
California charges that he killed 
Robert Dewey of Seattle, stole his 
car and fled into lower California, 
where 
he 
finally was 
tracked 
down. 
Missouri accused him of wiping 
out an Illinois family of five—Carl 
Mosser, his wife and their three 
small children. 
The bodies ofthe Mossers were 
recovered yesterday from the deep 
shaft of an abandoned mine a 
block from the young desperado’s 
boyhood home in Joplin, Mo. 
While fleeing with a California 
deputy sheriff he kidnaped and 
held prisoner for a short time last 
Jan. 6, Cook told of the five kill 
ings in Missouri, plus two in Okla 
horn a. 
But yesterday, in what may have 
been the first move toward a later 
plea of insanity, he denied he ever 
harmed anyone.

Dulles Heads Mission 
Going To Japan To 
Seek To Speed Treaty

basis.

Malik what is considered an as­ 
surance that this country is still 
offering the Russians a voice in 
any final treaty conditions. 
New Developments 
U. S.-Russian relations and the 
far eastern situation, meanwhile, 
produced these developments: 
1. Sen. Taft <R) Ohio, antagonist 
of the president’s foreign policy 
declared that the UN peace pro­ 
posal for peace in Korea is “the 
most complete appeasement since 
Munich". He called for use of 
Nationalist Chinese troops against 
their Communist fellow country­ 
men even at the risk of an all-out 
war between America and Red 
China. 
2. U. S. ambassador at large 
Philip C. Jessup said there is no 
doubt that Russia’s strategy calls 
fpr a “continuing state of tension” 
but that the politburo will sign 
its own death warrant by provok­ 
ing the United States into war. 
Quick Peace? 
Dulles’ mission to Tokyo lends 
increasing weight in diplomatic 
and military circles to Gen. Doug­ 
las MacArthur’s proposals that we 
sign a quick peace with Japan that 
will provide Nipponese bases for 
all U. S. armed services and allow 
at least a partial rearmament of 
the former emeny nation. 
Talks with MacArthur and the

Byrnes took the oath of office 
before a joint session of the state 
Senate and House. 
He succeeds J. Strom Thurmond, 
who, like himself, has been an 
arch-critic of President Truman’s 
Fair Deal administration.

The Reds fought with small arm* 
and were driven out of the five­ 
way hub by the heavier American 
fire power, Ferrero related.

Send More Troops To Europe 


TASK FACING GEN. EISENHOWER 
U. S. News and World Report began a recent article on 
international affairs with these words. “Joseph Stalin once 
again is making an offer of peace to the West. The Russian 
dictator makes it plain that peace can be had now , as it could 
have been had all along, at a price.” 
The catch, of course, lies in the phrase “at a price.” For, 
according to the same well-informed magazine, here is what 
Russia is demanding: “Asking price for peace in AsiS—aban­ 
don Korea to the Communists; give China’s UN seat to the 
Communists; give Formosa to the Communists; give Commu­ 
nist China a voice in deciding Japan s future; withdraw West­ 
ern forces from Southeast Asia. Asking price for peace in 
Europe—accept permanent Russian control of Eastern Ger 
many; give Russia a voice in the management of Western Ger 
many; accept Russian control of Albania. Hungary. Bulgaria, 
Rumania, Poland, Czechoslovakia; abandon plans to help 
Western Europe rearm.” 
This is a sky-high price, but Russia shows no evidence 
that she might be willing to lessen it materially. It is equally 
clear that the United States will not pay that price or anything 
resembling it. It would, in the American view, be appeasement 
of a character even more potentially ruinous than that of Mu­ 
nich just before the last war. 
Yet the Western powers certainly do not see eye to eye

I do not myself see any conclusive evidence that they (the Russians) 
expect to start a war with the U.S. And certainly I see no reason for 
a general panic on the assumption that they will do so.” 
Two ‘Timetables' Involved 
But neither of these men noted, as somebody certainly should 
note, that there are two “tim etables” involved in the setting off of 
World War III. Russia has one. and we have one also. 
Those who try to guess at the Russian schedule usually base their 
calculations on Russia’s stockpile of atomic weapons and strategic 
minerals, her huge standing armies and the Communist philosophy of 
world domination bv the proletariat. It is easy to make sensational 
guesses about Stalin’s specific plans of conquest, but every- guess 
involves the use of a crystal ball Eisenhower and Taft are right. No­ 
body knows when, where or even if Russia will kick off a global war. 
But the factors within our own tim etable are much more positive 
and impressive. The reason that Eisenhower is Supreme Commander 
in Europe today, and the reason General MacArthur holds a similar 
post in Asia today, is simply that we can’t afford a continuation of the 
phony peace of 1945-50. It is a Pyrrhic peace which has cost us much 
and gained ua little. Five or six more years of it and we are undone. 
Sort Of Stalemate Exists 
Who. for instance, would gladly project our present policies into 
1956? By that time, in Europe alone, we would have spent another $20 
billion on the Marshall Plan. The present pattern shows that we have 
already raised the West European standard of living about 25 per cent 
above the level of the 1930’s. But it also shows that there exists a 
sort of psychological stalemate between Russian propaganda and our 
good works. We have an ironic situation where words (theirs) have 
spoken as loudly as deeds lours». By 1956 we would have created a 
huge armed camp in Europe, more or less policed by our own forces, 
but the Russian menace would still exist behind the Iron Curtain. And 
who wants to predict what sort of a country we’ll be after five years 
of stern economic controls and a series of $100 billion budgets? 
Better Be Frank About It 
No. we’d better be frank about it. If we attem pt to purchase peace 
by massive rearmament, we inevitably set up a tim etable for war. As 
the years tick by. our need to unload the burdens, and to release the 
pent-up energies into action, becomes more urgent and unavoidable. 
Russia can afford another five years like the 1945-50 period far better 
than we can. 
Moreover, it is the rankest sort of escapism to imagine that we can 
“defeat” Russia without fighting Russia. It is indulging an absurd 
elther-or fallacy to suppose that we have a choice between global aid 
and global war. The first sets up a timetable for the second. And if 
we’re to win the war. as we must, this timetable—rather than Russia’s 
—is of prime importance.

CENSORSHIP IN KOREA 
Military censorship in Korea has now run the gamut from 
none at all to the comprehensive regulations imposed by 
Eighth Army headquarters last week. Correspondents now are 
wondering how they are to cover the fighting when almost 
anything they write could mean suspension or court martial. 
That latter ($ a new twist. Never before have correspondents 
of American newspapers been threatened with court martial. 
The new code requires that dispatches must be accurate 
in statement and implication and must not supply military in­ 
formation to the enemy. The identity of organizations in com­ 
bat areas or communications zones must not be revealed. Of­ 
ficers must not be quoted, directly or indirectly, or even an­ 
onymously, on military matters—except by direct authoriza-

Neither ship nor rail movements, troop numbers, 
nor the effect of enemy fire may be discussed except as au­ 
thorized. 
The use and conditions of roads, railways and other trans­ 
port facilities, together with the position or description of bil­ 
lets or camps, are not to be mentioned. 
Add to these the prohibition against reports of enemy 
action which, if published, would encourage “despondency” 
in U. S. force», and what can a correspondent write? There is 
one more thing he cannot write—statements that might tend 
to bring U. S. forces or those of this country’s allies into dis­ 
repute.

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Adenauer Rejects East 
German Unification Plan

K onrad A denauer flatly rejected a 
Com m unist East G ehnan proposal 
for unification. He declared G er­ 
m an unity can only be obtained 
under a governm ent pledged to 
support “individual hum an liber­ 
ties and above all peace.” 
The West G erm an leader was 
scornful of the East G erm an re­ 
gime of P rem ier O tto Grotewhol 
which he branded a rum p govern­ 
m ent. 
A denauer 
replied 
to 
Grote- 
w ohl’s unification proposals in a 
radio broadcast from the Senate 
cham ber of the federal govern­ 
m ent. He chose to answ er the Com­ 
m unist-sponsored prem ier by radio 
ra th er than by letter because it 
was felt th at would have been 
tantam ount to recognition of the 
East G erm an governm ent. 
The chancellor declared: 
“A body th at w'ill be rem em ber­ 
ed as having given away the Oder- 
Neisse territories at W arsaw is in 
no position to discuss the unifica­ 
tion of G erm any.” 
This was a reference to a pact 
signed in W arsaw on June 7, 1950 
recognizing the O der-Neisse fron­ 
tie r betw een Poland and Germ any 
as perm anent, the territory had 
been taken from G erm any at the 
close of the w ar. 
It was denounced by th e W est 
G erm an governm ent as “traito r­ 
ous” and the U. S. declared no 
final disposition of the area legally 
could be made until a Germ an 
allied peace treaty was signed.

Souvenirs Of Old w # l# € e Settings Speaks 
House To Be Available 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 16—(INS) 
•— The White House has gone into 
the souvenir business on a tremen­ 
dous scale. 
A virtual gold mine of memen­ 
toes for souvenir hunters was 
opened up by a government deci­ 
sion for public distribution Qf old 
bricks and wooden rafters from 
the executive mansion which is 
being renovated. 
The 
decision, 
reached 
after 
many months of deliberations, will 
permit the public to buy the sou­ 
venirs at priced that will only de­ 
fray handling charges. 
There are thousands of smoke- 
stained bricks which still show the 
marks of the fire set by the Brit­ 
ish redcoats when they burned the 
White House during the war of 
1812. 
In addition, there are pieces of 
heart - of - the - pine beams which 
went into the original White House 
construction as far back as 1790. 
There also are thousands of hand­ 
made iron nails, bits of stone from 
the foundations, and pieces of 
metal. 
Decision for Sale 
The decision to put these items 
on public sale was announced by 
the commission on renovation* of 
the executive mansion. The com­ 
mission said: 
“The plan will permit the dis­ 
tribution of items such as bricks, 
pieces of stone, wood, or metal, 
and the like, to organizations and 
Individuals who may desire to have 
and preserve them as mementoes 
of the historic building. 
“The distribution of the me­ 
mentoes is to be financially self- 
supporting and while no charge 
will be made for the material, it 
will be necessary to request the 
applicants to pay in advance the 
proportionate costs, as closely as 
they can be estimated of care, 
handling, authentication, and ad­ 
ministration pertaining to the ar 
tides of each kind. 
“These costs will range from 
about 25 cents for a piece of old 
handsplit lath, or one dollar for 
a brick to one hundred dollars for 
enough brick or rough stone to 
face a fireplace of ordinary size. 
Shipments F.O.B. 
✓ “Shipment will be made F.O.B 
Washington, 
with 
postage 
or 
freight collect. Each item will be 
accompanied by an authentication 
•howing that it is genuine material 
removed from the White House.” 
The White House emphasized 
that requests for such souvenirs 
should not be mailed to the White 
House. They should be addressed 
to “Commission on Renovation of 
the Executive Mansion, Ft. Myer, 
Virginia.”

1 don’t have any 
doubt about that despite a nine 
million dollar wage increase to 
state employes.

son to doubt there will be a sur­ 
plus,” he asserted. ‘'At least that’s 
what Budget Secretary Logan ad­ 
vises m e”

Supreme Court Says

The decision came in the appeal 
of Carl Jacob Kunz, an ordained 
Baptist minister fined $10 for vio­ 
lating the city law. 
Chief Justice Vinson, speaking 
for eight concurring justices, de­ 
clared: 
“It is sufficient to say that New 
York cannot vest restraining con­ 
trol over the right to speak on re­ 
ligious subjects in an administra­ 
tive official . . . ” 
The City of New York had 
argued that Kunz's speeches at- 
| tacked other religions and thus 
were a potential threat of riots. 
In a 20-page dissent on the New 
York case. Justice Jackson con­ 
tended that Kunz’s verbal attacks 
on Catholics and Jews were in­ 
flammatory and as such beyond 
the limit of free speech envi­ 
sioned by the constitution.

Sgt. Thomas Cullen as his major 
domo . . . Miss Fahnestock, who was 
employed in the governor’s office, 
formerly was secretary to John C. 
'Bell, Jr., when he was lieutenant 
governor and 19-day governor 
Miss Steinman resigned a job with 
a federal agency to join Duff’s 
staff . . . Cullen will be on a leave 
of absence . . . because of his re­ 
fusal to be sworn into office with 
other Senators because he desired
